A further postponement 
of the investigation may occur next Tues- 
day night if he has not recovered suf- 
ficiently to attend the meeting. 

It was during the open portion of the 
session of the board of health that the 
complaint was read. 

There was apparently little surprise 
among members of the board when. the 
paper was read. It was received quietly 
and a motion to lay it upon the table 
until later during the session was adopt- 
ed. 


The complaint alleges that laborers of 
the sanitary department have been each 
assessed 10 cents per week since early 
last spring. The complaint charges that 
the money was taken from them for the 
purpose of paying for. the funeral ex- 
penses of deceased members of the de- 
partment. 

Some Serious Charges. 

The complaint represents that the books 
of L. L. Lee, the negro undertaker, show 
that comparatively a small amount has 
been paid for funeral expenses, while 
several hundred dollars is alleged to have 
been collected upon the assessment plan, 
with 10 cents per week as a basis. 

The complaint alleges that those who 
have collected the money cannot show 
where the money has gone. The laborers 
ask that the board investigate for them. 
This is the first complaint. 

The laborers also allege that they have 
been docked when they failed to report 
for work on account of sickness. They 
allege that they have been docked when 
they were late for work. They ask that 
the docking system be abolished. The 
complaint was sworn to and signed by 
about twenty or twenty-five laborers of 
the department, Robert Brazelton being 
the notary public who attested the pa- 
per. 

The complaint mentioned no names, 
signers merely asking that their 
charges be investigated. 

This was the paper that was considered 
during the executive session of the board, 
It is said that charges of other alleged 
irregularities will be preferred against 
the chief, but who will do so or upén 
what they will be based could not be 
definitely learned. 

Board Overruled Chief Lowry. 

The action of the board of health in 
the case of R. A. Keith, foreman of the 
flushers, may occasion a reply from Chief 
Lowry.

LACKAWANNA MINERS QUIT. 


General Tie-Up Will Take Place Next 
Week. 


Scranton, Pa., September 14.—There is 
fo longer any question as to a general | 
if not complete tie-up of the mines in | 
the Lackawanna region Monday morn- 
ing. Today, three days before the strike | 
order goes into effect, 15,000 of the 30.000 
miners are on strike; twenty-one of the 
ninety-seven collieries are forced into 
idleness and by noon tomorrow, accord- 
ing to the advices received in the head- 
quarters of the mine workers; and judg- 
ing from the expressions of the operators, 
évery man in the district will have cut 
his last ton of coal. 

One thing that the operators in and 
about Scranton mainly based their hopes 
on was that the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Hudson miners, numbering a third 
of the collieries, would decline to 
the strike order 

Today the mine workers’ officers were 
jubilant over the fact that of the twenty- 
one collieries that are completely shut 
down, nine are those of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Hudson company, 
which has twenty-three collieries. The 
operators are correspondingly depressed. 

National Organizer Dilcher issued an 
address to the miners tonight stating 
that all the coilieries will be shut down 
by noon tomorrow, and calling upon the 
employees of the culm washeries to quit | 
work before Monday. The companies 
operating washeriesideclare that they will 
keep them going at any cost. The mine 
workers say the washeries must shut 
down. If violence ensues the first tilt 
can be looked for in the neighborhood 
of the washeMfes. At the Diamond shaft, 
one of the Lackawanna workings, there | 
was a pitched battle between two fac- 
tions of the driver boys. One wanted to | 
quit at once, the other advised working | 
out the day. The first faction gathered | 
on a knoll about the shaft and stoned 
the other.

CALVESTON CITIZENS HAVE. FAITH 
IN THE FUTURE OF ISLAND CITY

Statements Indicating That the Status of the City May Be 
Changed Are Quickly Denied

PEOPLE LEAVING GALVESTON. 


Women and Children Are Being Sent 
from the City. 

Dallas, Tex., September 14.—The News 
staff correspondent wires from Houston 
as follows: 

“This is a more cheerful atmosphere in 
which to write of Galveston. The pres- 
sure of the disaster is great and scarcely 
anything else engages Houston's atten- 
ticn, but it is a welcome change from the 
irminence of Galveston's agony. It was 
quite a sight this morning to see the 
throng of people struggling upon the 
wharf to get on the steamer Lawrence*to 
cross the bay for the mainland. The ¢a- 
pacity of the steamer was just 300, but 
three times that number were anxious to 
Ret away at onee. The solilers who are 
ncw ever-present in Galveston, hag to be 
sent for.in order to restrain the crowds. 
It must be known that the facilities for 
bringing people across the bay are limited, 
but they are being improved as rapidly as 
pessible. It is agreed in Galveston that 
the women and children must be removed 
as rapidly as possible to the intericr and 
all who have relatives or friends outside 
are getting out. The railroads are render- 
ing valuable assistance by giving free 
transportation to all who apply for it. 


} At the’ present rate it is reasonable to 


assume that in less than a week thou- 
sands will have departed from the city. 
Trere is no concealment to be made of the 
fact that pestilence is feared and the de- 
sire of the local authorities is to mini- 
mize danger as far as possible by sending 
the women and children away, It is nec- 
essary’ for most of the able bolied men 
to remain. 

“There is work for thousands of them, 
and work which must be done. The dis- 
position of bodies continues to be one of 
the largest duties, and besides this there 
are yet in the city and on the island 
thousands of carcasses which need atten- 
tien. The stagnant water in the streets, 
filled with al] manner of decomposing 
matter, is a threat against the living 
which makes men tremble. In saying 
that 10,000 barrels of lime can be uged to 
good advantage no exaggeration is made. 
The community that will dona‘. a train- 
load of lime at once and get it there will 
render a greater service than by giving 
twice the value in money. Your corre- 
spondent came up with a boatload of di- 
lapidated people, most of them women 
and children, and all were poorly clad, 
Many of them had lost relatives and 
homes, and it could be heard around thai 
their wardrobes had been diminished to 
the scant garments on their backs. They 
laughed and chatted with each other as 
they ‘told of their losses, and it was easy 
to observe the glare of hysteria in thetr 
eyes. It will be a long time before many 
of the survivors of the Galvestion catas- 
trophe can appreciate the nature of the 
calamity which has befallen them. One 
woman laughingly told another that she 
had saved her baby, but that her two 
boys and her husband had been drowned. 
Poor soul, she was insane, 

“Inquiries as to the loss of life. and 
property continue to pour in. The Tist 
will never be known. There have been 
already handled on the Galveston island 
and along the bay shores of the main- 
land opposite the island about four thou- 
sand corpses. The long stretch of debris 
along the beach and the western portion 
of the island have not yet been heard 
from. The prairies of fhe majniand, over 
which the waters rushed, have yet their 
tales of woe to tell. I should say, after 
investigation, that a conservative estt- 
mate of the loss of life in Galveston 
would be 6,600. The names of thousands 
ef victims will never be known. ‘i¥ey 
have simply passed out of existence like 
so many flickering candles might be ex- 
tinguished in the wind. As to the prop- 
erty loss, it is hard to make an estimate 
Colonel Lowe's estimate of $15,000,000 to 
$20,000,000 is conservative.’

After having largely assisted 
in the restoration of local confidence, the 
withdrawal of General McKkbben is 
taken to mean that little is to be dune 
here but to care for the distressed until 
normal business conditions have been reé- 
sumed. In this connection the informa- 
tion was made public this evening through 
the local representatives of the federai 
authorities that the war department will 


undertake as soon as possible the resto- | 


ration of its property at this pomt. 


Associated Press dispatches today quot- | 


ing eastern financiers on the future of 
Galveston were read with much interest. 
The idea. however, that the status of the 
will be changed, finds no local ad- 
herents. The various railroads entering 
here some time have determined to as- 
sist the citizens of Galveston to the full 
extent of their ability in rebuilding the 
city. Colonel L. J. Polk, of the Santa 
Fe, received today a very enthusiastic 
and encouraging message from the heaa- 
quarters of his road, declaring confidence 
in Galveston, urging the business com- 
munity to proceed at once with the work 
of reconstruction and promising every 
help in their power.

Theré is no reason why 
Galveston ought not commercially to re- 
sume no small conditions in ten days.” 

Colone! Prather, president of the board 
of regents of the medical college here, 
and Colonel Breckinridge, a member of 
the board, were among the arrivals to- 
day.

CHINESE TROUBLE 


ASHINGTON, September 14.—There were no deé- 
velopments in the Chinese negotiations today with 
which the public could be made acquainted, the whole 

matter being still in the d’plomatic phase, and therefore not 
calling for military orders. The war department officials 
are awaiting word from the siate department as ¢o the next 
step expected of the troops, but it is now intimated that 
this will not be taken immediately. The situation has lost 
something of its acuteness owing to the change in the at- 
titude of the Russian government as indicated in yester- 
day’s dispatches, and although no official confirmation has 
reached Washington of the postponement of the withdraw- 
al, the fact is not doubted here. But regardless of the 
course to be taken by Russia, it is now said that there is 
nothing in the American note of response to Russia that de- 
mands an immediate evacuation in the event that the Rus- 
Sian troops are called away. Instead, it is stated that the 
control of the situation would simply pass from the state,de- 
partment into General Chaffee’s hands, and it would be 
for him, after conferring with the other military command- 
ers, to determine when and how, and to what extent the 
American forces should be withdrawn. He might choose his 
own time, and in a degree, his position woukd be similar to 
that occupied by him in the advance upon Pekin, so far as 
having a free hand is concerned. This statement of the con- 
ditions governing the American reply to the withdrawal pro- 
posal may be of significance, in view of the fact that it is 
made “with the express purpose of clearing away any er 
roneous impress.on that has been made upon the public 
mind.

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expected, there is naturally a good deal 
of speculation in Washington over its 
effect upon the popular branch of con- 
gress. It is, of course, too early to de- 
termine what states will lose representa- 
tives and what states will gain, for the 
returns so far compiled are entirely those 
of cities and give little indication of the 
percentage of growth in the different 
states. Not until the figures are all in 
will it be possible to determine whether 
the rural population shows increase oF 
decrease. In some sections the trend to- 
ward the cities has been so great that 
the country population has fallen off, 
but in others there has been a steady 
increase in both directions. 

Under the census of 1890 the states and 
territories having representation in con, 
gress, which includes all except Aiaska 
and Indian Territory, had a population 
of 62,622,550. Under the apportionment, 
based upon these figures, made in 1893, 
and which Jasts until 1903, there are 306 
members of the house. The ratio of ap- 
portionment under the eleventh census 
was 173,901. 

New Basis of Representation. 

The estimates of the director of the 
census indicate an increase to approxi- 
mately 75,000,000. Congress, in making 
the new apportionment, will undoubtedly 
increase the ratio or basis of representa- 
tion for each district and will probably 
aim to restrict the size of the house to 
something near the present figures. The 
reason for this is the desire to prevent 
the house becoming too unwieldy a 
body; though it would seem that under 
the present rules, which give the speaker 
and his committee on. rules dictatorial 
powers, it would make little difference 
how large or how small the house is. 

However, in all the talk over the sub- 
ject it has been generally agreed that 
there will be no ‘arge increase in the 
total number of representatives, which 
means that there will be such an in- 
crease in the ratio as will restrict the 
membership to approximately the pres- 
ent figures. 

At the time of the adoption of the con- 
stitution the ratio was 30,000. The first 
census was taken in 17%. This showed a 
population of 3,900,000 in round niimbers 
and the apportionment made in 17% 
brougoat 105 members of the house in- 
stead of sixty-five, as it had been be- 
fore. The ratio under this avportion- 
ment was 33,000. 

The census of 1800 showed a total of 
5,308,483. In making the apportionment 
in 1803, the same ratio, 33,000, was uscd, 
and the membership of the house increas- 
ed to 141 

Some Subsequent Changes. 

In 1810 the population was 7,259,581 and 
the ratio of apportionment was increased 
to 35,000. This gave 181 members of the 
house. 

“In 1890 the population was 9,633,522. The 
ratio was fixed at 40.000. which gave 213 
members of the house. 

In 1830 the population was 12,866,020: the 
ratio of the arportionment of 183) was 
7.70; the number of the members of 
the house 240. 

In 1%0 the census showed a popula- 
tion of 17,069,453: the ratio of apporttuon- 
ment of 1813 was 70,680; the membership 
of the house was reduced under this to 
223. 

In 1850 the population was 23,191,876; the 
ratio of the apportionment of 1855 was 
93,423: the membership of the house 233. 

In 1869 the total population was 31,- 

$,221; the ratio of 1863 was 127,381; the 
total membership of the house 243. 

In 1870 the total was 38,558,371; the ratio 
of the arportionment based on this was 
131,425; the membership of the house 233. 

In 1889 the total was 50,155,783; the ra- 


tio of apportionment 151,911; the member- 


ship of the house 325. 
And in 1890 the total was 62,622,250: the 
ratie af .pportionment under the *~* -* 


would probably decrease, as it did under 
the apportionment act of 1343 But the 
probability is that 200,000, or some figure 
near it, will be adopted. That would 
give a membership of 375, or less. 

It is believed that some states—Maine 
and perheps New Hampshire, Rhode Is- 
land or Connecticut—may lose under the 
new act. Maine was just able to squeeze 
through with her four representatives in 
the last apportionment, and it is believed 
She is certain to lose one. The increase 
will probably come from the middle west. 
It is thought that the southern states will 
hold their own, their increase being just 
about in proportion with the increase for 
the entire country. 

Georgia’s Representation. 

It is believed the total for Georgia will 
run sufficiently high to retain her present 
membership of eleven, but it is doubtful 
whether there will be any increage in our 
representation. We gained one member 
in the apportionment under the eleventh 
census. The total population of the state 
in that census was 1,837,353. That was 
an increase of 295,173 over 1880. An in- 
crease in the past decade of a little more 
than 360,000 will bring the state’s total up 
to 2,200,000, which would give eleven rep- 
resentatives on a 200,000 basis. That would 
be about a 20 per cent increase all around, 
and would, all things considered, be an 
excellent showing for the state at large. 

The cities of Georgia have grown during 
the past decade and there has been con- 
siderable growth in the small towns aril 
rural communities of some parts of the 
State, notably, I believe, the southwest 
section; but in some other sections things 
have been practicaily at a standtsill. 
There has been quite a considerable emi- 
gration of negroes at different times dur- 
ing this past ten-year period, but wheth- 
er this has had any material effect upon 
the sum total, it will require the offl- 
cial figures to determine. 

With the same number of representa- 
lives as at present—and I. should say 
that there was little probability ¢f an 
increased representation in view of past 
legislation, which has shown an invaria- 
ble increase in the basis of representa- 
tion—it :s probable that there woul@ be 
little change in the make up of the dif- 
ferent congressicnal districts. 

Figuring Out Old Lon. 
seems to me hardly possible that 
Fulton and DeKalb will show a suffi- 
cient increase warrant a member of 
congress all to themselves, as some aspir- 
ing politicians who live in these two coun- 
ties have been fondly hoping. Nor can I 
ahead any ovrobabilitv of material 
change; in the lines of the other districts. 
There may, of course, be a few counties 
switched around, but not in a way to 
affect things materially. In almost every 
case, the present representative lives pret- 
ty well in the heart of his district and “ny 
change that might be made would neither 
throw him out of the district nor bring in 
it one of his colleagues. 

It is, however, too early for predictions 
on this line. We have not yet enough 
information on which to base even spec- 
ulation, but it looks now as if those as- 
piring politicians wno have been looking 
forward to a decided shake up under the 
new apportionment are likely to be con- 
siderably disappointed.

void. All three made speeches to that 
effect and cheers and groans greeted 
their remarks. 

Clahs Begin Gathering. 

Shortly before 8 o'clock last night. the 
members of the league began gathering 
at the courthouse. The meeting was to 
be held in the superior courtroom, and 
it began filling rapidly. The delegation 
from Cook’s district all wore red badges. 

While waiting for something to occur 
the leaguers smoked and talked of the 
election. Growing impatient, Shepard 
Bryan was uanimously elected temporary 
chairman. Then the ball was set rolling. 
Ed Cook made a short, but impassioned 
Speech, in which he declared that the 
election was irregular and should be de- 
clared off. 

Then there was confusion. Cries were 
made for the president. Mr. Cook insist- 
ed upon his motion and then Harvey John- 
Son took the floor. “I don’t’ think we 
can consider anything until we have 
something tangible to vote on.’ he said, 
and there were cheers. Mr. Cook again 
insisted upon his motion. 

This brought Albert Hughes to his feet. 
He stated that every motion was out of 
order. “There is nothing before this 
house until the report from the polls is 
made.’’ he declared. The chair sustained 
his point amid some disorder, twenty 
men being on their feet calling upon the 
chairman. 

Thomas L. Bishop was recognized. ‘You 
say. Mr. Chairman, that there ts nothing 
before the house,’’ he said. “T’ll put 
something before the house. You are an 
ex president of the league and are fa- 
miliar with its rules. What I want to 
know is, by what authority was an elec- 
tlon called by the president of this 
league? I am a charter member of this 
organization and I know of no law which 
authorizes any ‘man to usurp the power 
of the office. We meet in this courthouse 
to elect our officers and I am not willing 
to delegate to the president or the execu- 
tive committee the authority to call an 
election. I move that we now go into 
the election and that we repudiate the 
action of the president.’’ 

There were seconds from all parts of 
the room. Chatrman Bryan declared that 
the election of a temporary secretary 
was first in order, and James Gillespie 
was nominated and unanimously elected 
to that office. 

Harvey Johnson again took the floor. He 
said he had voted for Mr. Langley and 
would vote for him again/‘if given the op- 
portunity. ‘“But,’’ said he, “if Mr. Bish- 
op’s motion is carried then the Young 
Men's Democratic League of Fulton coun- 
ty is dead and a thing of the past. We 
ought to give the-president a chance to 
be here and answer to the charges made 
against him—’”’ 

The speaker was interrupted at this 
point by loud cries of ‘“‘Where is he?” 
“He ought to be here now!” ‘He's 


everywhere else.”’ 

Mr. Johnson had a few additional words 
to say along the same line and when he 
sat down Mr. Langley arose and address- 
ed the chair. He said he was placed in 
a rather delicate position, but desired to 
indorse everything said by Mr. Johnson. 
He requested that Mr. Bishop's motion 
be withdrawn. Mr. Cook made an appeal 
to the members present to uphold him 
in the position he had taken. Bob Black- 
burn counseled the meeting not to act 
hastily in the matter, stating that the 
organization itself should be dearer to 
the members than individual aspirations. 

Mr. Bishop wanted to know how long 

the meeting should walt, and amid a 
tumult of cries, word was passed about 
that Presidert Latham kad arrived. As 
he stepped into the room he was greeted 
with a tempest of cheers He immediate- 
ly took the chairman's seat, Mr. Bryan 
vacating it as soon as the president came 
in. 
Mr. Latham banged on the desk be- 
fore him with a cane, and when compara- 
tive quiet had been restored, stated fe 
wished to make an announcement. Mr. 
Bishop cCeclared he would appeal. Mt 
Latham said Mr. Bishop did ndt have that 
right, and emphasized his decision by 
rapping on the desk. The president dc- 
ciared that until the report of the con- 
solidation of the votes had peen made, 
nothing was in order. 

Disorder seemed to be the order of the 
moment at that period of the procced- 
ings, and above the noise could be heard 
Mr. Bishop declaring ‘‘that when a presi- 
dent is personally offensive to me.’’ Then 
the word “‘infamous” floated over the as- 
semblage. Sergeant McCurdy and iis 
men bore down toward the center of the 
commotion, and in a few moments quiet 
and order was restored. 

Clyde Brooks then read the result of 
the election. There was a motion to lay 
the report on the ‘table, which President 
Latham declared out of order, and Mr. 
Cochran was called to the chair to rake 
up the reins of office. He made a short 
speech of acceptance, and paid a tribute 
to the administfation of President 
Latham. 

John ‘Thompson moved to adjourn, and 
amid much disorder this was carried. 

A Red-Hot Aftermath. 

The meting up to the time of adjourn- 
ment had been wili enough, but it was 
mild compared to what was to follov. 
Members climbed on the stand in an _at- 
tempt to be heard; men scrambled over 
the chairs; tables were mounted; hisses, 
cat-calls, screeches and whistles followed 
each other in rapid succession. 

The police were called in to 
order, and the aspiring orators 
forcibly ejected from the platform, Con- 
fusion reigned supreme, and for svmeé 
time it looked as if che divided forces 
would meet in a personal clash, Prompt 
action on the part of the police alone pre- 
vented this. 

When quiet was 
Harvey Johrson was 
ed temporary chairman. On taking the 
chair. he said: ‘Gentlemen, I hardly 
know what to say. I would ask, however, 
that whatever we do we do in an orderly 
way. J presume from the large number 
left in this room that they have a pur- 
pose in view, and jt is one in which I 
heartily ccincide. I desire to protest 
against the manner in which Mr. Cochran 
has been elected, and this meeting ad- 
journed. I shall open this meeting for 
business, and am ready to hear any mo- 
tions.’’ 

Lee Langley then secured the floor and 
told of the means resorted to by the op- 
posing ticket to defeat him. He told of 
the efforts he had made to secure a copy 
of the registration list which was in the 
bands of his opponent, and of his failure 
to secure it. 

G. W. Pratt. a new comer to the city, 
and a gentleman who said he had never 
voted in Georgia but twice, was recogniz- 
ed by the floor and said he had been told 
his vote, with others, had been put in the 
sewer instead of being counted as it 
shculd.

Mussey and I go around with a white 
cap and apron on and a red cross sewn 
on our breast. We are going there as 
organizers and no field helpers are being 
taken with us.” 

The reporter was again unfortunate tin 
his interrogation when he asked Miss 
Barton in what way the Red Cross was 
associated with the government of the 
United States and what, its co-operation 
in that respect would be in Galveston. 

“It is such a common mistake to sup- 
pose that the Red Cross is only the Hos- 
pital arm of the war department,’ she 
replied with a disappointed little sigh. 
“The Red Cross is independent and sup- 
| ported by the free will offerings of be- 
nevolent and humane people the world 
over, and its sphere of usefulness is 
world-wide.”’ 

Mrs. Mussey explained the relation of 
| the organization to the federal govern- 
ment and the assistance given it by 
congress. Mrs. Mussey fs past the me- 
ridian of life, but she is a strikingly 
beautiful woman with white hair pompa- 
doured above a forehead shining with in- 
telligence and fine hazel eyes. It is said 
that she is a lawyer of much ability. 
She is the widow of the late General 
R. D. Mussey. Several times she replied 
to questions slightly misunderstood by 
Miss Barton. 

Recurring to the ways and means of 
bringing assistance to Galveston through 
the. Red Cross, a question asked by the 
reporter struck sparks of characteristic 
fire from Miss Barton, and she spoke 
| reminiscently of the great work accom- 
plished by the Red Cross in all the great 
calamities that have shocked the nation 
in the past twenty years. This will be 
her eighteenth relief field. She spoke 
particularly of the great work done mt 
Johnstown and Port Royal. 

While the reporter was mentally de- 
scribing the interesting woman for pro- 
fessional purposes, something she 
about being of little consequence now 
physically caused hit to ask her age, ac- 
companied with the hope that the ques- 
tion was not impertinent under the cir- 
cumstances.

The foregoing dispatch was received in 
Atlanta yesterday. 

Atlanta’s total to the Galveston fund 
has reached the magnificent sum _ of 
$6,630.75. Of this amount $5,727.75 has been 
forwarded to the sufferers of the stricken 
city direct by the committee in charge of 
the local fund. Outside of this amount 
it is estimated that fully $200 or more has 
been sent by outside parties or corpora- 
tions independent of the committee. 

Those interested in relieving the dis- 
tress and suffering ones of Galveston 
were active yesterday and in spite of the 
rain which made a canvass almost im- 
possible, the fund was materially in- 
creased, The total addition to the fund 
reported at a late hour last night was 
$523. Of this amount $81.25 was con- 
tributed by members of the Atlanta police 
department in sums of-various sizes, This 
is only the beginning of a fund which’ 
the police hope to materially increase: in 
the course of a few days. 

As the extent of the horrible state of af- 
at Galveston comes home with 
the sympathy for those 
left to the mercy of the charitable in- 
clined grows apace. Atlanta has been 
deeply touched by the piteous appeal for 
aid and it is safe to say that the fund 
will not be allowed to stop short of $10,000 
at the very least.

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IS CALLED OFF 


Henry Debive Defers to Protest 
of Preachers 


THEY TERMED IT IMMORAL 


Lengthy Resolutions Adopted by the 
Evangelical Ministers’ Assoc‘ation 
Denouncing the Tendency 
Toward a Continental 
Sunday. 


——— 
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The charity concert proposed by Henry 
DeGive and others for the purpose of se- 
curineg funds for the dying and distress- 
ed victims of the Galveston flood has been 
called off. 

This result was brought about by the 
ministers of Atlanta whose earnest pro- 
fest that a Sunday concert would hurt 
the public _morals found expression in | 
a resolution which was handed to Henry 
DeGive. one of the principal movers in 
the charity. which, it was confidently 
hoped, would be the means of relieving 
the distressing state of affairs in the de- 
stroyed city. As soon as the ministers’ 
wishes in the matter were made known, 
Mr. DeGive abandoneu the project. 

Mr. DeGive had entered into the move- 
ment prompted solely by a desire to do 
what he could to aid a charity which ap- 
pealed to him as one of the greatest mo- 
ment. The idea of. giving a concert on 
Sunday suggested itself as an excellent 
means of giving the people of Atlanta 
an opportunity to aid. Sunday was se- 
lected because on that day a much larger 
audience would have been possible than 
on any other. With him it was simply 
a question of the best means to secure 
the best result—a considerable sum of 
money. And since this money was to, 
have been devoted to the cause of suf- 
fering humanity, the question of a possi- 
ble objection on the grounds of morality 
did not suggest itself. However, when 
he found that an obfection did exist, he 
gave up the idea. 

The opposition of local ministers culmi- 
nated in‘a meeting of the Evangelical 
Ministers’ Association at the Young Men's 
Christian Association hall at ll o'clock 
vesterday morning. It was at this meet- 
ing. called for the express purpose of 
considering the matter, that the resolu- 
tions were drafted. 

The mecting of the ministers yesterday 
was an entirely representative one and 
attended with no little earnestness. Some 
of the speeches, particularly those of 
Bishop’ Warren A. Candler and Dr. Len 
Broughton, were rather lively. A strong 
resolution of protest against the holding 
of the proposed concert on Sunday and 
deprecating the evident trend of the timcs 
in Atlanta toward the ‘continental Sab- 
bath.”’ was unanimously adopted, supple- 
mented by a resolution appointing the 
committee to ask Mr. DeGive to respect 
the sentiment represented by the minis- 
ters’ mecting. This committee, which 
suecessfully discharged its duties after 
a brief audience with Henry DeGive, was 
composed of Dr. W. W. Landrum, chair- 
man. and Rev. Thomas P. Cleveland and 
Rev. Joel T. Daves. 

In lieu of the benefit. concert at the 
Grand Sunday night, the ministers of the 
citv have agreed to make a special effort 
at their church services tomorrow to raise 
monev for the Galveston sufferers, and it 
is expected that the collections taken 
will be most liberal.

Anderson was excited when the officers 
exhibited their badges and led him away 
At first he stated he did not 
know with what he was charged, Dut 
later in the day he told the turnkey at 
the barracks that he was said to have 
kept $5 which a woman on the train said 
she had given him. It is probable that 
he was told of the charge by two attor- 
nevs who visited him after his arrest. 

The prisoner is nineteen years of age. 
He has no relatives in Atlanta. A sister 
and a brother in law reside, so he states, 
in Columbus. 

He has been making the run on the 
Southern newsbutcher between At- 
lanta and Jesup for about three months. 


A Lady Makes the Charge. 


When train No. 15 pulled in from Jack- 
sonville Wednesday Officer Harper was 
informed that a lady passenger had com- 
plained of the ne wsbuitcher fleecing her 
of $5. The policeman was told the ladys 
statement was that she handed the 
youth a five-dollar bill with the request 
that he purchase her a ticket at a sta- 
tion where she intended to change CPs, 
and that she did not see the newsbutcher 
until she had passed the station men- 
tioned. She was of the opiniog that the 
youth had hid unt§l the station was 
reached, believing she woulg leave the 
train. 

Attorneys Jud Glenn and L, I. Woolf 
called at the barracks and held a confer- 
ence with Anderson and then went off to 
take out a writ of habeas corpus. When 
they returned, the case had been changed 
from that of ‘‘suspicion,’’ a state case, to 
that of “idling and loitering,’’ a city of- 
fense, and the writ was not of any Use. 

So Anderson was still in the city prison 
lest night. He was seen by a reporter of 
The Constitution. 

Prisoner Makes a Statement. 

“After my arrest,’’ stated the prisoner, 
‘I was informed that the charge against 
me was about $% which a lady passenger 
on the train said she had given me to 
buy a ticket with. But I did not get $5 
from any lady on the train. You know, | 
am on the train only as far as Jesup.

Anderson will be arraigned in the re- 
corder’s court this morning at 8:30 o’ciock 
and the charge against him will be that 
of “idling and loitering,”” a _ technical 
charge in order to. give the recorder the 
right to go into the evidence. If the tes- 
timony makes out a state case, the pris- 
crer will be bound over. It possible 
that the whole affair may be dismissed, 
as there appears to be some doubt abvut 
the lady prosecutor apvearing in court.

THE PASSING THRONG, 

The Rev. F. GQ. Snelson, M. A. Ph D., 
Fellow of the Royal Geographical Society 
of London, is the guest of his Atlanta 
friends for a few days. Dr. Snelson 
has for four vears past served the Affi- 
can Methodist Episcopal church as gen- 
eral west African superintendent, and his 
jurisdiction extended from the Senegam- 
bia to the Congo, including Krench Sene- 


gal, British Gambia, Konakry, Sierra Le- - 


one, Liberia, French Ivory Coasts, Gold 
Coasts, Dahomey, Lagos and Nigeria. 

Dr. Snelson held whe Sierra Léone and 
Liberia A. M. E. conferences in 1897, 1898 
and 19, and opened new work in British 
Gambia, French Ivory Coasts and Gold 
Coasts in 1899. In Sierra Leone the At 
rican Methodist Episcopal church has 
eight churches and ten missions and about 
twenty-eight missionaries, with seven 
schools and 500 students. In Liberta there 
are twenty-five churches, fiften missions 
and forty-five missionaries. 

Last year Dr. Snelson sent five African 
Students to Morris Brown college in this 
city to be educated for work in his mis- 
sions. These students have recently been 
transferred to Wilberforce university, 
Zenia, OQ.

redemption, and the African Methodist 
Episcopal church jis to be congratulated. 

Aside from his ecclesiastica] duties Dr. 
Snelson made special original investiga- 
tions concerning the aboriginal customs 
of the native, tribes traveling 5,000 miles 
along the west African coasts and 500 
miles into the interior among the Tima- 
nee, Meridi, Susu, Vey, Jolloplis, Mandin- 
goes, Fanti, Gar, Bassa, Lkkops. Eboc, 
Greboes, Kuranka, Appolonians, Kroves 
and Aku, and two years ago the Royal 
Society of London considered Dr. Snel- 
son's findings so valuable to sclence that 
he was elected a.''Fellow of the Roya 
Geological Society of England.” 

Dr, Shelson was born in Georgia ana 
is a college graduate of Atlanta univer- 
sity of class 1880, and was pfincipal of 
public schools in Columbus, Atlanta, Car- 
tersville, and Athens, and for years was 
a director of the Peabody institutes in 
different sections of the state. 

During his absence abroad he has lec- 
tured before the Royal Society in Lon- 
don, Berlin, Brussels, Paris, Edinburgh, 
Dublin and Glasgow, and was a member 
and speaker of the-Protestant congress 
in Manchesteft Aboriginees’ Protection 
Society at Liverpool, the International 
Student Volunteer Missionary Union, Ex- 
eter hall, London; chufch missionary 
congress, Edinburgh,

ATLANTIANS WRITE AND TALK 
OF THE GALVESTON HORROR 


a ee 


Persons arriving in Atlanta frorh Gal- 
veston and the storm district, and those 
who have written to friends and rela- 
tives here, tell stories that-are unparal- 
leled in the annals of suffering, loss of 
life and destfuction of property. 

Their descriptions of the Situation in 
Galveston and the experiences during 
the tidal Wave are harrowing in detail; 
and such suffering as was experienced 
in the storm district could scarcely be 
believed if it had not been seen. 

G. B. Hiett, of Atlatita, mahdg@er of a 
heating company, who has large con- 
tracts in Galveston, reached Atlanta 
early yesterday morning, coming direct 
from Galveston. During the storm Mr. 
Hiett was in Houston and on the after- 
noon of the tidal wave missed the train 
he had intended boarding for Galveston. 
A few hours later the storm broke in all 
its fury and he was forced to leave 
the depot and seek refuge in a nearby 
hotel. 


“Such pandemonium as reigned in 
Houston I never expect to see and hear 
again,’’ said Mr. Hiett in discussing his 
experience with a Constitution reporter. 
“The wind in its fury seemed to be 
about to sweep every building from its 
foundation, and the rain, falling like one 
mighty river, seemed about to crush in 
what was left by the wind. 

“In the depot every column and post 
was hugged by a man or woman, it being 
Supposed that this was the safest place, 
because when buildings are destroyed the 
columns usually stand. To stay on the 
streets meant death, and once tn a bulld- 
ing it was- not known at what minute 
it would be swept away or drowned out. 
I could not get near a post in the depot 
and went to a nearby hotel. and, finding 
a column, hugged it for dear life. There 
I remained all night and the lobby was 
crowded. People were mashed, shoved. 
stepped upon and drowned and the sitta- 
tion in Houston was much worse than 
has been described in the press reports. 
Women and children suffered more than 
the men. They were wild and excited and 
trembled and panted with fear. The wind 
blew the doors and windows out of the 
building and the rain swept in in all 
its fury. I was drenched to the skin and 
Stood in several feet of water. 

“From where I stood I could see out in 
the street and early in. the night, while 
it was lightning, I saw articles of every 
description go down the street. Wagons, 
wagon WHps, window sashes, blinds, rolls 
of tin roofing, awning, signs and furni- 
ture went by in rapid succession. It is 
Safe to say that not a soul slept in 
Houston that night and thé people were 
wild with excitement. 

“T went to Galveston Monday morning 
and the scene there beggaré description. 
The most fluent writer the .world has 
ever kfiown could searcely do the subject 
justice. I never would have believed 
there could be such suffering, loss of life 
and destruction of property had I not 
seen it with my own eyes. Galveston to- 
day looks like a sandbar on which a lot 
of debris has been piled indiscriminately. 
No one would ever suspect that it was 
once a flourishing city and that there are 
now thousands of persons there, homeless 
and without food and water, attempting 
to bury their dead, recover their property 
and save the place from final destruc- 
tion by pestilence. 

“When I saw Galveston dead bodies 
by the hundreds were strewn on the 
beach, and it was not uncommon to 
come upon them in unexpected places. 
They were being hauled away in wagons 
and dumped into the gulf and the wag- 
ons had as much as they could do to haul 
away those that were found. The bodtes 
in most cases were so badly mutilated as 
to be unrecognizable. The exact loss of 
life will never be known. The stench 
that arises from the city is something 
awful and all efforts are now directed 
toward getting rid of dead bodies of 
human beings and animals and cleaning 
the city. The whole place is covered 
by a scum two inches: thick in some 
places and the streets are being flushed 
to rid the city of this. 

“Everybody is under a great. strain. 
Many people lost their minds during the 
storm. Some are wandering aimlessly 
about and are picked up and cared for 
whenever found. Texas City and nearby 
points are in much the same fix, and I 
became so accustomed to seeing dead 
bodies that I did not notice them any 
more than I did the vast number of @: 
horses and catjle. Many of the bodies 
were being washed ashore and the prob- 
lem of keeping them in the gulf may 
prove a serious one. The bay is full of 
overturned vessels, boats, buildings, 
bodies and debris of every character im- 
aginabdle. 

“The most repulsive feature of the 
catastrophe is the work of the ghouls. 
All the efforts of the citizens, soldiers 
and guards have proved futile to prevent 
the robbing of dead bodies and negroes 
were caught with fingers of women in 
their hands. On the fingers were jewels 
of great value. The ghouls in almost 
every instance are negroes and when 
caught are dealt with summarily. It was 
a common thing to see negroes with rolls 
of money bulging out of their pockets. 
What had not been taken from dead 
bodies had been picked up in the streets, 

“Articles of every description are to 
be seen as far as ten miles inland where 
they were carried by the force of the 
wind and water. I saw the train of cars 
that was swept from its track during 
the storm. It now stands in a swamp 
and seems to have been picked up and 
then set down. There is not a building 
in the place that was not damaged tv 
some extent and the smaVYest ones e8s- 
caped better than the large edifices. 

“But it is useless for me to attempt to 
describe a scene that has pfoved too 
great for men versed in all the arts of 
the use of the English language.”’

The relatives in Atlanta of A. IL, 
Forbes, formerly of this city, but now 
of the mail service, who went to Gal- 
veston shortly after the tidal wave to 
look after his sister and her children, 
have received a lettér from him as fol- 
gg, NS September 12.—My Dear Bis- 
ter: 1 reached Galveston Monday even- 
ing about 8 o'clock with small hopes of 
finding any of Lucy's family, but they 
are. all safe at Aunt Julia’s. I was al- 
most crazy before I got to Galveston. 
The papers don't half tell it and I can't 
describe it—it is too horrible for any 
words ito express; to see for yourself is 
the only way for any one to fully realize 
the awful Jestruction. The town is a 
complete wreck. Whete Lucy lives is now 
the beach. and for blocks there is not a 
house standing. The water in Aunt Ju- 
lia’s lower hall was five feet deep and 
you know how high her place is, beside 
the hotise is very high from the ground. 
Of course, Lucy lost everything except 
the clothes they had wun. Unfinished let- 
ter to you shows you how hurriedly she 
had to-leave the house. She waded knee 
deep to Tremont street and there she 
got a man to take her in a wagon to 
Aunt Lucy’s, whete she had already sent 
the children. I got back last night (Tues- 
day) footsore, sunburned, hungry and 
very, very tired, but happy that all of 
our loved ofies Were 80 miraculously

H. Flowers, who 
left Atlanta last wéek to make her home 
in Galveston and who arrived in the 
doomed city only the night Before the dis- 
astrous storm. Up to the receipt of the 
letter. whitch arfived yesterday, Mrs. Ty- 
ner was greatly distressed and scanned 
the list of the dead published daily, fully 
expecting that her sister had met the 
fate of the thousands whose lives were 
snuffed out in-the storm, 

Mrs. Flowers was extremely nervous 
when she wrote. aS a result of the ter- 
rible experiences she had passed through, 
but her lettef is an interesting one in 
spite of a certain ineohereney of ex- 
pression. She had beé@n in bad health 
for some time prior to leaving Atlania 
and made up her mind some time ago to 
spend the wintef at Galveston, where, if 
she liked the place, she intended resum- 
ing her business as a dressmaker. The 
train on which she left Atlanta was 
scheduled to arrive at Galveston Friday 
morning, but owing to a delay, which 
proved most fortunate for her, she did 
not reach the city until 10 o'clock that 
night. She had been advised by a friend 
to stop at the Tremont house and had 
about decided to do so. Her late afrival, 
however. caused her to change her plans, 
and instead she had her luggage taken 
to the Avefitte hotel, which is situated 
neat the depot. The storm of Saturday 
night completely demolished the Tremont 
house but the Avenue hotel was sparcd. 

On Saturday mortfmg Mrs. Flowers 
went out to look for a boarding house, 
her intention being to secure one situated 
as near as. possible to the shore on ac- 
count of a fondness she had for the sca. 
That afternoon while still looking for a 
suitable place to stop the storm began 
to approach and she returned hurriedly to 
the hotel. At first she attached no par- 
ticular importance to the demonstration 
of the elements. She went to her room, 
changed her elothes-—-which had becomc 
wet from the rain—and took a bath. 

Later the proprietor of the hotel knock- 
ed at her door and told her that the 
bay and gulf had met and that the city 
was in great danger. Soon the hotel be- 
came thronged with terror stricken peo- 
ple, who flocked to it from the streets and 
adjoining houses which had become in- 
undated by water. The water rose rap- 
idly and soon people on the first floor 
of the building were standing waist deep. 
Mrs. Flowers describes the night as one 
of the most intense horror. She remained 
in the hall of the hotel until 1 o'clock 
Sunday morning, huddled together with 
a group of pallid, pante strickén men and 
women who did not Know but what the 
terrific force of the storm would the next 
moment carry the hotel away, as it had 
demotished tjhundreds of other structures. 
From the inky blackness of the stréets 
the most heartrending, poginant 
cries of agony and distress. The night 
was the frightful echo of a soul disturb- 
ine nightmare. 

Mrs. Flower’ gives but few details 
the disaster. She escaped unhurt. 

At the time of her letter, whith was 
dated Tuesday, she mentions the fact 
that hundreds of bodies were beine hur- 
riedlv wrapped up and carried out to sea 
for butial. Galveston. she thinks, is a 
doomed city. , Ske does not see how it is 
possible to ever hone to bring anything 
like order out of the awful chaos that 
exists. Every one who can is leaving 
with no expectation .f returning. 

Mrs. Flowers is well known in Atlanta; 
where fof a number of vears she con- 
ducted a dressmaking establishment. Her 
letter announcing her safety will relleve 
eonsiderable anxiety that was felt for 
her. 


Passed a Night of Terror. 


The Atlanta friends of Mr. and Mrs. W. 
M. Mitchell. of Houston, and of Mr. anid 
Mrs. Edward Taliaferro, of Galveston, 
will be gratified- to learn that they with 
their families escaped injury during the 
recent storm. Mrs. Mitchell formerly re- 
sided in Atlanta. Shé is the sister of 
Chief W. R. Joyner and Miss Ligzie Joy- 
ner. and had rany admirers here. Mrs. 
Taliaferro, of Galveston, is her daughter. 

Yesterdav Chief Joyner received a let- 
ter from Mrs. Mitchell giving information 
about the storm. She wrote that on Sat- 
urday afternoon the storm began and 
fron. 5 o’clock that afternoon until Sun- 
day morning she, her husband and their 
son, Bugene Mitehell, sat in their home 
expecting evety moment to have the 
house blown in upon them. It would 
have been more dangerous to have ven- 
tured out. 

Sunday 
that Galveston, 


morning news came to them 
where Mrs. Taliaferro. 
the daughter of Mrs. Mitchell, resided, 
had been swept into the gulf by the 
storm. The report said that not a hotise 
remained standing at Galveston and that 
none had escaped to tel] the story of the 
storm there. 

It was not until Monday morning that 
Eugene Mitchell, with about thirty others, 
were able to venture upon the water. It 
took them until Tuesday morning at 4 
o'clock to reach Galveston, which is only 
fifty-four miles from Houston, Tuesday 
afternoon Mr. Mitchell succeeded in get- 
ting word to his mother that her daugh- 
ter and Mr. Taliaferro and their five 
children were safe, although ,everything 
they owned had been lost. 

Mrs. Mitchell had waited from Saturday 
aftetfnoon until Tuesday afternoon to hear 
of her daughter and her grandchildren. 
Mr. W. M. Mitchell is the cashier of the 
Inman-Nelms cotton firm at Houston, and 
Mr. Taliaferro is secretary of a large 
cotton seed oil company that had head- 
quarters at Galveston,

Board of Health Dislikes Schoo! 
Sanitary System, / 


COMMITTEE IS APPOINTED 


Three Physicians of the Board Will 
Act with a Committee from the 
Board of Education To 
Remedy the Sanitary 
System. 


The unsanitary condition of nearly all 
of the Atlanta public schools, Which was 
told of exclusively by The Constitution 


several days ago, caused a discussion dur- 


ing the meeting of the board of health 
last night. 

The board is determined to remedy the 
present unhealthy conditions which exist 
in many school buildings and announced 
last night that the health of the children 
would be protected, even if it becomes 
necessary to close the public schools of 
the city until the defects in the sanitary 
arrangements can be done away with. 

The members of the board, however, 
stated during the discussion of the mat- 
ter, that they realized it would not be 
hecessary to resort to such an extremity. 

The board believes that the conditions 
are worse at the Girls’ High school] and 
at Williams street school. The sanitary 
arrangements of the high schoo! have al- 
ready been condemned and the board wiil 
endeavor at once to have another system 
put into effect there. 

The board will act through a committee. 
Last night when the matter was con- 
sidered by the board Dr. Jarnigan stated 
that he with several others had visited 
the schools on the north side of the city. 
He found them in a very bad condition. 
Dr. Bizgzell announced that he had visited 
the schools on the south side of the city 
and had found them in a very unsanitary 
condition. 

It was announced that the board of 
education fully realized the defects in the 
sanitary arrangements of the schools and 
would aid the board of health in putting 
any: remedy into effect. It developed, 
however, that members of the board of 
education had failed to meet the board 
of health to consider the matter. They 
made no reply to invitations from the 
board of health. 

Dr. Benson suggested that the board 
of health hold a joint meeting with the 
board of education, Dr. Bizzel] moved that 
a committee be appointed from the board 
of health to confer With a committee 
from the board of education. Captain 
Miller suggested that Drs. Jarnigan, Biz- 
zel] and Benson constitute the committee. 

The result was that the three physi- 
clans were appointed to act for the board 
of health and will take up the matter at 
once, meeting, if possible, with a com- 
mittee from the board of education, but 
falling in that, the committee will act in- 
denvendently. 

The board of health expects under the 
direction of this committee to have the 
defects in the sanitary systems of the 
schools remedied at once. 

The board granted a petition from the 
managers of the approaching fair, which 
asked for a detail of sanitary men to look 


after Exposition park.

Announcement was made several days 
ago that, owing to the fact that Judge 
Candler would be in Newton county next 
week, Judge J. H. Lumpkin had _ con- 
sented to\preside at the trial of Detec- 
tive David ’S. Looney, which was to be 
called on Monday morning. 

Some months ago an agreement was 
entered into between Judge Candler and 
Judge Estgs to the effect that if Judge 
Candler would hold court in Raburn 
county one week in July, Judge Estes 
would hold for Judge Candler in Newton 
county on the third week in Septem- 
ber. 

When the Raburn county. supertor court 
was about to be convened_in July, Judge 
Estes postponed the session on: account 
of the serious illness of one of the promi- 
nent members of the bar who was in- 
terested in several important cases. 
Judge Candler was, therefore, not called 
upon to hold court in that county and 
naturally concluded that the agreement 
was at an end.

Judge Estes, however, arrived in At- 
lanta yesterday and called upon Judge 
Candler in regard to the matter. lie 
stated he had undertaken to carry out 
his original agreement and was then on 
his way to Newton county to hold court 
in Judge Candler’s stead. 

This having been settled, Judge Can- 
dler conferred with Judge Lumpkin and 
offered to continue the civil business of 
the superior court while Judge Lumpkin 
was engaged with the trial of Detective 
Looney. It was finally agreed, how- 
ever, that Judge Candler should preside 
over his regular branch and Judge Lump- 
kin would continue the work already set 
down for the term. 

This matter having been settled, Judge 
Candler announced that in connection 
with Looney’s case he would call all the 
jail during next week, and the 
work of summoning jurors and witnesses 
for Monday was begun at an early hour 
yesterday afternoon. 

("nder ordinary circumstances the crim- 
inal branch of the Fulton superior court 
would not be in session until probably 
the last week in this month or the first 
week in next. The present arrange- 
ment, however, will advance all the cases 
for trial and Judge Candler hopes to 
complete the work in a short time. The 
Looney case will doubtless consume sev- 
eral days and then the remainder of the 
week will be devoted to jail cases, 

There is only one murder case on the 
docket for next week. There are a num- 
ber of cases of assault with intent to 
murder and also of burglary. The case 
about which ig centered the most public 
interest is, of course, that against De- 
tective David S. Looney, who is charged 
with attempting to tamper with a juror 
in the Mattie Adams will case.

Almost $6,000 Has Been Sent by the 
Committee in Charge of the 
Work in Georgia. 


A letter just received from Mr. %. T. 
Chamberlin, chairman of the executive 
ecommittee of one hundred in New York, 
says: “The noble example of Georgia is 
becoming an inspiration to our work in 
cther parts of the country. We are now 
seeking to organize more than one north- 
ern state essentially on the same plan.’”’ 

A further extract says: “The prospect 
of the coming harvest is far from satis- 
factory. The wasted, emaciated peasant 
farmers, their oxen being dead, have not 
been able to properly prepare their lands. 
in many instances they have not been 
able to procure the vroper seed in proper 
quantities. This condition necessitates 
crops far below the average. And now it 
appears that drought may return. ‘There 
can be no doubt that the situation after 
hext November will be intensely distress- 
ful. 

“The condition of thousands and thou- 
sands of orphaned and deserted children 
wrll require special] attention even afte! 
ihe horrors of death by starvation. and 
exposure have passed. These children, if 
their rescue is to be a blessing and not a 
curse, must have more than a provision 
for thefr lowest physical necessities. 
They must be helped, by some means, 
into the paSh toward good character and 
real usefulness. Now is the favorable 
time for this good work.’’

' the would-be murderers and robbers also 


saw the farmer. They tried to beat the 
mail carrier to death, but before they 
could accomplish their murderous pur- 
pose they became frightened and fled 
into the woods. 

He Clung to the Mail Bag. 

“Tl did not have my pistol,’’ stated 
Newriter to the reporter. ‘I could not 
shoot. I knew they were after the mail- 
bag and so I clung to it with all my 
might. As they beat! me they tried to 
pull the mailbag away, but they couldn't 
do it. I believe they thought the farm- 
er whom we had seen coming had run 
off after help, and that was the reason 
they finally gave up the job without get- 
ting what they wanted. I have had much 
money with me, but I had only a few 
dollars today. I carry the mail to Ben 
Hill, Golden Gate, Maud and Cascade. 
I have to £0 thirty -five miles every day. 
I had a narrow og ae this morning and 
feel very sore and ill

force in Atlanta. He fell down a stair- 
way at the barracks on account of the 
steps breaking and he has never been a 
strong man since.
